No Basis on Ethnic 
Wyman had said in response

there was no basis in state law 
for refusing an adoption petition 
on ethnic grounds. 
Antonio Sorieri. acting for the 
state welfare commissioner, also 
said last week that Fitzsimmons 
had 
assured 
the

that "the ethnic factor did not 
plav a controlling or major rule 
in arriving at his departm ent’s 
decision in behalf of the child." 
In Albany, meanwhile. Assem­ 
blyman Francis P. McCloskey, 
R-Nassau, said he would file a 
bill to "prohibit the recurrence" 
of such a situation.

For 57 Counties 
Included in today’s payment 
are all 57 counties of the state, 
(excluding the five which com­ 
prise the City of New York) 61 
cities, 550 villages and 932 tow ns. 
Town - outside - village 
areas 
are 
new 
units of 
distribution 
which have been devised to assist 
towns in providing services to 
persons who reside within its 
boundaries but not in any of 
its incorporated villages. 
Unlike other types of state 
aid, 
which are granted for a 
specific purpose (such as edu­ 
cation, 
highways 
and 
health), 
the per captia aid can be used for 
any general municipal purpose. 
This payment is allocated to 
the local units of g ivernment 
on a per capita basis. The pay­ 
ment formula for all units of 
government except counties has 
two parts, a basic minimum, and 
an adjustment factor to compen­ 
sate 
for 
deficiencies 
in 
local 
property taxes. 
Formula Listed 
The formula for the following 
minimum annual payments per 
municipal resident are: cities— 
$3.60, towns — $3.55, villages — 
$3 6$, and town-outside village 
—$2.05. These minimums are in­ 
creased by five cents per capita 
for each $100 by which a muni-

THE ELECTION IMPACT 
Considered nationally, election night in 
this off-year was a dismal occasion for the 
Democrats and a time of rejoicing for the 
Republicans. Gains made by the GOP in 
both Congress and the statehouses were 
greater than most observers had expected. 
The party out of power always makes some 
gains between presidential elections. The 
surprise lay in the magnitude of the GOP 
resurgence this time. 
That is the bare bones of what happened; 
up to that point there can be little dispute 
about the situation. Beyond this point, the 
matter becomes a good deal more elusive. 
It is risky to be too firm and doctrinaire as 
to 
certain 
other 
considerations: 
what 
brought about this election outcome, what 
the results mean, what may flow from those 
results during the next couple of years. 
The so-called white backlash had some 
impact; there is no doubt of it. The extent 
to which it influenced the elections cannot 
readily be assessed, however Nor is it easy 
to weight the role of either inflation or the 
Vietnam war in the Republican victories. 
Especially with regard to the war, there 
was simply no clearcut indication of ap­ 
proval of the administration’s policy. 
One intriguing thing about the outcome 
is that while it thrust some extreme GOP 
conservatives into the limelight — Regan 
in California and Williams in Arizona, for 
examples — it also gave renewed political 
vigor to a number of the Republican party’s 
most attractive moderates. Hatfield, Percy 
and Brookes in the Senate, the two Rocke­ 
fellers and Romney in gubernatorial chairs: 
such men ought to exercise a strong count­ 
er-influence to the reactionary trend still 
evident in their party. 
It is clear that there has been a most 
significant change in Congress. Much of the 
Great Society legislation enacted by the 
89th Congress, often by rather narrow 
margins, would have little chance in the 
coming 90th. 
This argues for at least a 
slowdown in the pace of change, and opens 
up the possibility that some administration 
programs may be cut back or even elim­ 
inated. 
Congress seems less likely to interfere 
much with President Johnson’s conduct of 
fom gn policy. If anything, his handling of 
the Vietnam war will have more support 
than in the S9th. But pressure for [$eac*e is 
rising, all the same, and if Mr. Johnson 
cannot achieve i>eace his domestic program 
may suffer even more than might otherwise 
be the case. The next two years shape up 
as a period of narrowing options for the 
Democrat*. At the same time, the Republi­ 
can* will be heartened in their thrust to re­ 
capture the presidency.

Wide Variety of Medicine 
For Victims of Arthritis 
By WAYNE Ci. BUANDSTADT. M.D. 
Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 
q — I have osteo arth ritis in a couple of my 
fingers. Some people advise me to rub the joints. 
Is th a t good? How can 1 prevent the condition 
from getting worse? 
A— There I* a strong hereditary factor in the 
development of the swollen finger joints of osteo­ 
arthritis. T hey are m ore common in women than 
in men and often sta rt w ith the onset of the 
menopause. Such exertions as typing, piano play­ 
ing. knitting, trying to open stuck windows or 
screw top ja rs or carrying heavy packages roay 
aggravate them. Excessive heal and cold should 
be avoided Many housewives w ash dishes In w ater 
that is m uch hotter than it need be or spend too 
much time rearranging the contents of a deep 
free/e. 
M assage is not recommended. If the joints are 
acutely ted and tender, an injection of hydro­ 
cortisone directly in the joint may be helpful. 
Beyond this and aspirin (if the pain is severe) the 
only trea tm e n t is to avoid the injuries m entioned 
and keep the hands w arm in cold w eather. 
q — I have a lot ot pain in my legs. My doctor 
says I have ostedarthritis. How’ can he tell that it 
isn't oateasarcom a? 
A—T h r \ ray appearance of osteosarcom a, a 
fo n n of cancer, is entirely different trom th a t of 
osteoarthritis. 
q — I am 74 and have osteoarthritis in my arms. 
Should I take some form of calcium for it? 
A— Although calcium is of great value in p re­ 
venting and treating ostcoporoais (softening of 
the bones) it is of no special value in the trea t 
ment erf osteoarthritis. 
Q— My husband is taking Medrol for arthritis. 
Will it cause any harm lunl side effects?

The 
column answers questions m ost 
frequently asked by taxpayers. 
Q —I’m buying savings bonds 
for my son’s education. 
How 
should I register them to avoid 
paying tax on them myself? 
A—If the bonds are issued in 
your son’s name 
then 
he 
is 
liable for the tax not yourself. 
However, if your son is listed as 
co-owner with you then you are 
liable for the tax on the interest. 
Q 
W hat do you consider as 
"income producing property?” 
A—This is property purchased 
to produce income and not for 
personal 
use. 
Examples 
a r e 
stocks, bonds, rental property. 
Q - Are gifts of 
food 
to 
a 
Thanksgiving 
drive 
considered 
deductible? 
A—Generally you may deduct 
the cost of the iood when it is 
given to a qualified organization 
like a church. Food given to an 
individual 
is not a deductible 
contribution. 
Q—Do you have to wait until 
the end of the year to file a re­ 
turn? I go to school full time 
and just work in the summer. 
A—Federal income tax returns 
cannot be filed until the close of 
the taxable year. 
Q—A ren’t tickets to a charity 
ball deductible? 
Someone told 
me that only part of the cost was 
allowed as a deductible contribu­ 
tion. 
A—The portion of the ticket 
price that represents a contribu­ 
tion will be considered deduc­ 
tible. This is the am ount above 
w hat it normally cost to attend 
such an event. 
For example, suppose you spent 
$10 for a dinner given for charity 
If the comparable value of the 
dinner served was $3.50, then 
you may list $6.50 as the am ount 
contributed to charity. 
The sponsor of a charitable 


event should be able to tell you 
how much may be deducted. 
Q —My m other becomes elig­ 
ible for Social Security benefits 
this month. Will I lose her as a 
dependent this year if she ap­ 
plies for these benefits? So far 
this year, I’ve been her sole sup­ 
port. 
A—Since the year is nearly 
over it is doubtful that any So­ 
cial Security benefits she might 
spend 
for 
her 
support 
would 
disqualify her as your dependent 
for this tax year. Assuming that 
your m other otherwise qualifies 
as your dependent, the Social 
Security benefits and any other 
am ounts she spends on her sup­ 
port w’ould have to be more than 
the amount you have contributed 
to her support before you would 
lose her as a dependent for any 
year. 
Q—W hat is the difference be­ 
tween an exemption and a de­ 
pendent ? 
A— A dependent qualifies as 
an exemption but there are other 
reasons besides dependency for 
claiming 
exemption 
deductions. 
Every person who files a return 
gets 
a 
basic 
$600 exemption 
Someone 65 and over is entitled 
to an additional $600 exemption 
because of age when filing his 
own return. The $600 personal 
exemption allowed for a wife is 
not a dependency exemption be­ 
cause, for income tax purposes, 
a spouse is not considered a de­ 
pendent.

Since then, 21 persons have been arrested for making 
criminal calls. There have been 17 convictions, 
with sentences ranging up to $200 fines and, 
in one case, a jail term of 335 days.

Progress is being made. 
But what should you do if you receive a malicious 
or obscene call? The best thing to do is to hang 
up. Chances are the caller won’t bother you again.

Office Representative or, at night and on week­ 
ends, the Operator. They will help you. 
We are using new techniques and equipment 
to help identify the sources of these calls. We also 
have specially trained people who will work 
with you and the police in an effort to identify 
malicious and obscene callers. 
The New York Penal Law makes it a 
misdemeanor to use the telephone to make 
obscene remarks to a woman or child, or to 
threaten to commit a crime against any 
person. The penalty can be imprisonment 
for one year and a $500 fine.

m em ory of C atherine, wife of 
John Van Debogert and her in­ 
fant child departed Aug. 2. 1821, 
aged 18 years, seven m onths and 
13 days,” and is to be found in 
the cen ter of the ridge through 
the cem etery. 
Today the elm 
tree is gone and this caused con­ 
siderable com m ent, m any people 
feeling 
that 
a tree should be 
m aintained there to perpetuate 
this bit of Woodstock folklore. 
The story is given in detail by 
R. L. De Lisser in Picturesque 
Ulster, volume 7, "W oodstock" 
(Styles & Bruys, Kingston, 1896). j 
and this version is quoted here. 
“ . . . aw ay back in the early 
history of the town (1821) there 
lived near the village a middle 
aged m an (John Van Delx>gcrt, 
aged 28)
